Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Division  of  Maternity 
Infancy  and  Child  Hygiene  of  the  N.  H.  State  Board  of 
Health,  and  Joanna  M.  Carter,  R.  N.,  State  Nurse,  together 
with  local  agencies,  three  clinics  were  held  at  the  Nichols 
Memorial  Library. 

At  these  clinics  23  children  were  inoculated  against  dip- 
theria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough.  Twenty  of  these  were 
pre-school  and  two  were  infants.  Four  children  were  found 
to  have  other  defects. 

Several  cases  of  sewage  and  water  pollution  were  in- 
vestigated and  two  were  referred  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health.  Several  cases  of  chicken  pox,  mumps,  measles  and 
whooping  cough  were  reported  to  this  department  during  the 
past  year.  Mumps  were  prevalent  in  town  this  year  and  one 
suspected  case  of  polio  was  also  brought  to  our  attention.

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden 


The  fire  season  of  1953  was  not  a  very  pretty  picture. 
It  started  out  in  fine  shape  with  plenty  of  rain  during  the 
spring  months.  The  month  of  June  was  the  end  of  the  rains 
and  then  a  period  of  dry  weather.  During  June  we  had  quite 
a  few  Hghtning  storms  without  any  rains.  On  June  21  and 
22  we  had  one  of  these  storms  that  started  over  43  fires  in 
this  state  including  the  Mt.  Shaw  fire. 

People  burning  without  a  permit  or  burning  in  unsafe 
places  or  at  unsafe  times  were  the  cause  of  our  largest  num- 
ber of  fires.  It  is  hard  to  believe  why  people  do  this  when 
they  have  the  expert  advice  of  their  town  warden  who  is 
as  close  to  them  as  their  telephone.  Your  town  Forest  Fire 
Warden  is  not  going  to  stop  you  from  burning  your  rubbish 
or  your  old  fields,  but  he  wants  you  to  burn  in  a  safe  place 
and  at  a  safe  time.  You  must  remember  it  is  unlawful  to 
burn  without  a  permit  from  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

We  have  inherited  a  tremendous  responsibility  in  the 
priceless  treasure  of  our  natural  resources.  To  keep  these 
natural  riches   we   must  guard   them   from   all   destructive 

agents.  The  foremost  among  these  agents  is  Fire man's 

best  servant  but  worst  enemy.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town 
of  Center  Harbor  qualified  to  vote  in  District  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House  in 
said  District  on  the  3rd  day  of  March  1954,  at  eight  o'clock 
in  the  evening  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  for  the  ensuing  three 
years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of 
any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  District. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries 
of  School  District  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  paj^- 
ment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District,  and  to 
authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation  of 
such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state 
foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income;  the 
school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  be- 
tween the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Board  of  Education  to  become  a  part  of  a  cooper- 
ative school  district  of  the  region  comprising  Center 
Harbor  and  Meredith,  to  provide  for  the  educational 
needs  and  services  of  all  elementary  and  secondary  school 
children. 


10.  If  the  preceding  article  is  adopted,  to  see  if  the  District 
will  elect  two  representatives  to  serve  on  an  Interim 
Committee  who  shall  prepare  a  financial  budget  for  the 
operation  of  the  proposeed  cooperative  School  District, 
and  include  in  the  organization  warrant  an  article  call- 
ing for  an  appropriation  for  the  operation  of  the  proposed 
cooperative  School  District  during  the  first  year  and 
such  other  items  of  business  as  need  to  be  acted  upon  at 
the  organization  meeting.

Minutes  of  1953  Annual  School  Meeting 


The  annual  School  Meeting  for  the  School  District  of 
Center  Harbor  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall  on  March  10, 
1953.  It  was  called  to  order  at  11 :20  a.  m.  by  Everett  Heath, 
who  read  the  articles  of  the  warrant.  Action  was  taken  as 
follows : 

Article  1.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  voted  that  Mrs.  Min- 
nie S.  Nichols  be  elected  to  serve  as  Moderator  for  the 
ensuing  year.  The  clerk  was  instructed  to  cast  one 
ballot.  This  being  done,  Mrs.  Nichols  was  declared  el- 
ected and  was  sworn  in. 

Article  2.  It  was  the  vote  of  the  meeting  that  the  clerk  cast 
one  ballot  for  Mrs.  Lucile  Matheson  to  serve  as  clerk 
for  the  ensuing  year.  This  having  been  done,  she  was 
sworn  in. 

Article  3.  For  a  Member  of  the  School  Board,  76  votes  were 
cast,  as  follows: 

Mr.  W.  Irving  Brown 55 

Mrs.  Adele  Tobynne 7 

Rev.  Robert  Wentworth   7 

Mr.  Orrin  Bragg   1 

36  votes  being  necessary  for  choice,  W.  Irving  Brown 
was  declared  elected  for  the  ensuing  three  years.    He  was 
not  sworn  in. 
Article  4.  It  was  voted  to  have  the  clerk  cast  one  ballot  for 

Mrs.   Carrie  H.   Kelley  for  Treasurer  for  the   ensuing 
year.    She  was  elected  but  not  sworn  in. 

Article  5.  It  was  voted  that  the  compensation  of  the  School 
Board,  Truant  Officer  and  other  agents  of  the  District 
remain  the  same  as  last  year,  i.  e.  $209. 

Article  6.  Everett  Heath  explained  the  Report  on  Memorial 
Day  expenses.  No  other  reports  besides  those  in  Town 
Report  were  given. 

Article  7.  It  was  voted  that  the  Town  Auditors  act  as  Audi- 
tors for  the  School  District. 

Article  8.  It  was  voted  to  accept  the  Budget  of  the  School 
Board  and  to  raise  the  necessary  $21,927.86  for  1953- 
1954.  It  was  noted  that  this  does  not  include  figures 
for  water  or  heating  contingencies. 

Article  9.  Supt.  of  Schools,  Mr.  Almon  W.  Bushnell  outlined 
the  steps  in  realizing  a  cooperative  school  district  as 
follows : 


1.  Interested  districts  vote  interest  at  annual  meeting. 

2.  The  fact  is  presented  to  the  State  Board  of  Education 
which  makes  recommendations  to  the  districts. 

3.  These  recommendations  are  then  voted  on  by  the  co- 
operating districts,  at  next  school  meeting. 

Set-up  would  be:  the  dissolution  of  the  two  districts  and 
formation  of  one,  with  one  school  board.  Assessments  in 
towns  would  be  on  property  valuation.  There  would  be  5  to 
9  members  and  both  districts  must  be  represented. 

The  article  to  indicate  an  interest  in  cooperation,  was  ac- 
cepted. 

Article  10.  It  was  voted  that  the  Committee  to  represent  the 
Center  Harbor  School  District  on  the  matter  of  a  co- 
operative school  consist  of :  Members  of  the  School  Board, 
president  of  the  Parent-Teachers'  Assn.  and  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
It  was  voted  that  an  article  be  put  in  the  1954  School 

Warrant  that  the  School  Board  of  Center  Harbor  adopt  the 
non-partisan  ballot  system  for  school  meeting. 

A  petition,  relating  to  State  Aid  to  Education,  sponsor- 
ed by  the  State  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers  was  read 
and  left  to  be  signed  by  interested  parties  and  forwarded 
to  the  Governor. 

It  was  noted  that  the  School  Board  is  the  agent  to  set 
the  date  of  the  school  meeting,  which  may  be  any  time  be- 
tween March  1st  and  20th. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  12:30  p.  m.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


The  problem  of  overcrowding  has  been  temporarily  cared 
for  by  transporting  all  our  7th  and  8th  graders  out  of  town, 
some  to  Moultonboro  and  some  to  Meredith,  where  we  pay 
their  tuition.  This  has  proved  to  be  a  rather  expensive  solu- 
tion, but  seems  to  meet  with  the  approval  of  parents  con- 
cerned. 

On  our  teaching  staff  this  year,  Mrs.  Elva  Bickford  con- 
tinues as  principal,  teaching  grades  4,  5  and  6.  For  the  three 
primary  grades  we  have  employed  Eben  Allen,  a  recent  grad- 
uate of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

Our  teachers'  workshop,  held  in  October,  1953,  dealt 
chiefly  with  the  program  of  physical  education  and  health 
in  the  elementary  school.  The  discussions  and  demonstra- 
tions were  practical  and  helpful.  October  seems  the  best 
time  of  year  for  this  annual  event,  as  it  provides  a  helpful 
break  in  the  long  16-week  fall  term,  which  has  proved  to 
become  so  tiresome  for  our  younger  pupils. 

Cooperation  with  Meredith  by  vote  of  both  districts 
seems  at  least  a  possibility  this  year.  Articles  in  the  war- 
rants of  both  districts  will  present  to  the  voters  the  matter 
in  its  final  legal  form.  Upon  favorable  action  by  both  dis- 
tricts, the  State  Board  of  Education  is  expected  to  give  its 
approval  to  the  plan.  A  joint  meeting  will  then  be  called  of 
the  voters  of  both  districts,  when  they  can  accept  or  reject 
the  State  Board's  recommendations.  Further  details  of  the 
joint  meeting  could  include:  (a)  determining  the  size  of  the 
joint  school  board  (5,  7  or  9  members)  ;  (b)  electing  officers 
(moderator,  board,  clerk,  treasurer)  ;  (c)  adopting  a  budget, 
and  (d)  voting  on  a  bond  issue  for  a  new  high  school  build- 
ing. 

Such  a  plan  of  inter-district  cooperation  seems  to  me  to 
be  the  most  feasible  way  of  providing  improved  educational 
facilities  for  a  town  the  size  of  Center  Harbor.

Physical  examinations  were  completed  by  Dr.  Walker 
of  Laconia.  Flat  feet  and  dental  caries  topped  the  list  of 
physical  defects. 

The  orthopedic  clinic  is  available  for  postural  defects 
(including  flat  feet) .  This  clinic  is  held  the  second  Monday 
of  the  month  at  the  Laconia  Hospital.  If  exercises  are  given 
as  treatment,  the  parents  should  be  responsible  to  see  that 
the  exercises  are  repeated  daily. 

As  for  dental  defects,  this  seems  to  be  a  problem  in  all 
the  rural  schools.  Dentists  are  very  scarce  and  very  few 
have  the  portable  equipment  needed  to  do  fillings  and  ex- 
tractions in  the  school.  A  dental  program  would  be  a  worth- 
while project  for  some  organization. 

The  usual  heights,  weights,  vision  and  hearing  tests 
were  completed  and  recorded.  Notices  were  sent  home  if 
further  treatments  were  necessary. 

A  few  children  attended  the  pre-school  visiting  day  held 
in  the  spring.  The  ones  present  were  weighed,  measured  and 
had  their  vision  checked. 

Vitamin  pills  are  again  being  furnished  the  children  by 
the  Red  Cross. 

Sugar  tests  were  made  for  those  willing  to  cooperate. 
This  was  done  in  hopes  of  detecting  an  early  case  of  diabetes-
